DESTROYED BY SALT WATER. 

Nine thousand acres of rice and cotton land 
in the Province of Gerneleh have been cov- 
ered withan inflow of salt water, and the 
growing crops thereon have been destroyed, 


Kussia and the Hebrews. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—The statement made by 
the British Charge d Affaires at 8t. Petersburg, 
and quoted in the House of Commons last 
nighs, that the Russian Government had not 
altered its treatment of the Hebrew is wholly 
at variance with all other statements on the 
subject, Letters received here from Moscow 
and St. Petersburg mention that the laws 
against the Hebrews are being enforced with 
renewed severity and are being stretched to 
cover aline of treatment never before sup- 
posed to have been contemplated by the 
legisiation referred to. Large num- 
bers of Hebrews who lived near 
the German and Austrian frontiers have been 
compelled to move further within Russian 
territory, the pretext being that many of 
them are engaged in smuggling, and Hebrews 
residing in the country have been obliged to 
leave their homesand settle in the villages. 
The ignorant peasantry, taking advantage of 
the prejudice shown by the authorities, plun- 
der the Hebrews at will, and in one village 
near Kertch, a Hebrew was put under torture 
to compel him to surrender his money and 
other valuables. The robbers pulled out two 
of his toenails before he would reveal the 
hiding place of his treasure, which at last he 
did. No steps have been takento punish the 
miscreants gullty of this and other outrages, 
and all appeals to the police are in vain. 


African Affairs. 


Lonpor, Aug. 1.—In reply to questions 
asked by Mr. Buchanan, Member for West 
Edinburgh, Sir James Fergusson, Pariia- 
mentary Secretary of the Foreign Oflice, 
stated In the House of Commons to-day that 
Germany had agreed to apply the free 
trade provisions of the Berlin act 
of 1885 to the whole German sphere of 
influence in East Africa excepta strip of 
coast territory miles deep belonging to Zanzi- 
bar. If this strip of territory was ceded to 
Germany no heavier duties would be levied 
on foreign than on German goods. Sir James 
further stated that no date had been fixed for 
England to assume her protectorate over 
Zanzibar. He could not undertake to say 
whether slavery would be made illegal after 
the protectorate was established, 


Londen Ex-Postmen Starving. 


Lonpon, Aug. 1.—The London postmen re- 
cently discharged on account of their activity 
in organizing the men and urging their de- 
mands for better treatment are in a starving 
condition, despite the efforts of the union te 
help them. The newspapers very generally 
urge Postmaster-General Raikes to reinstate 
them. 


Emperor William’s Trip to England. 


BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Emperor William started 
from Wülhelmshaven on his trip to England 
to-day. The imperial yacht Hohenzollern 
with his majesty on board sailed at noon for 
Ostend, whence the Emperor will proceed to 
England. As the boat left the harbor she was 
preceded by the German squadron of evolu- 
tion and followed by the corvette Irene. 


Brasil“ Coffee Trade. 


Rio JANEIRO, Aug. 1.—A company has been 
formed here for the purpose of assuring sta- 
bility to coffee quotations and to facilitate 
business in that commodity. A«encies will 
be established im London, New York, Havre 
and Hamburg. Shares in the new company 
to the amount of £50,000 have been subscribed 


for. 


Italian Soldiers Deserting. 


Nome, Aug. 1.—Desertions by the wholesale 
have occurred from several Italian regiments 
stationed alongthe French frontier. This 
fact has induced the War Office to order that 
these regiments be removed from their pres- 
ent stations to the interior of the country.

President Celman’s Manifesto, 


LONDON, Aug, 3,—A Mlepatch to the Times 
from Buenos Ayres states that President Cel- 
man has issued a manifeste to the people of 
the Argentine Republicy After speaking of the 
demand for his resignation, which was made 
by the leaders of the gsevelutionary move- 
ment, the President refers to the prosperity 
and liberty the country epjays under his rule. 
He ignores the gravity, and what his 
own journal terms the “horrors’’ of the re- 
cent events in Buenas Ayres, The manifesto 
attributes the sole cause of the insurrection 
to the ambition of the focal party in Buenos 
Ayres which it says wished to impose itself 
upon the entire Republie, while prosperity, 
peace and security are represented by the Oel- 
mam Government. Even Celman's own par- 
ty, the dispatch saya, is aghast at the Pres- 
dent’s callousness and bis Incomprebensibie 
and vain ignorance Of the real gravity of the 
situation. Themantifesto concludes with an 
expression of the eternal gratitude of the 
supporters ofthe President’s authority and 
adds that a patriotic people biesses them as 
the saviors of the Government.

A PROFITABLE INDUSTRY. 


How Thrifty Westerm Farmers Cultivated 
Poisonous Weeds.to Advantage. 


There has been much attention paid to the 
loco or crazy weed in Kansas lately. This 
weed grows freely on some of the Western 
prairies and seriously injures the horses and 
cattle pasturing on them. Prof. k. L. Sayre 
of the Department of Pharmacy at 
the Kansas State University has 
issued a very Valuable pamphiet de- 
scribing the weed and how it can best 
be destroyed. The pamphlet has an amusing 
argument against any reward being paid for 
the digging up of roots. He quotes the expe- 
rience of the Colorado Legislature, which in 
1885 enacted that, ‘‘Any person wo shall dig 
up, not less than three inches below the sur- 
face of the ground, any loco or poison weed 
during the months of May, June or July, shall 
receive a premium of 1” — pee pound for 
each pound of such weed dug up, to be 
paid out of the State Treasury as hereinafter 
provided; provided, that such weed shall not 
be weighed in a green — ,but shall be 
thoroughly dried and weighed.’’ The result

A MAN AND HIS WIFE KILLED WHILE OUT 
FOR A STROLL. 


Two Young Women Drewned—A Cyclone’s

supper he sat on the porch with his wife 
while the latter rocked ber 13-months-old 
baby to sleep. About 9:30 the mother tenderly 
laid the little one away in its orib and joined 
her husband forastroll, They started up the 
railroad track. This was the last the cottag- 
ers saw of them until thelr mangled remains 
were picked up. The other boarders were 
enjoying the refreshing breeze about the 
grounds, when about 10 O’clock a man rushed 
up and informed them that a man and woman 
of good appearance had been killed down the 
road. All ofthe household went to the scene 
of the accident. Laying on the side 
of the track was Mrs. Tongue with her 
head almost mashed into a jelly, her clothing 
torn and her leg badly mangled. Near by 
laid the form of her husband. His face was 
badly cut and his right leg crushed. The 
cause of the accident is explained in this way: 
The convie were walking down the south- 
bound track, and behind them came the train 
of empty cars. It is supposed that Mr. and 
Mrs. Tongue heard the rumbling of the freight 
cars and paid no attention tothe train which 
was rapidly gaining upon them from the rear, 
and which finally sent them into eternity.

A PECULIAR CASE, 


A Man Cellides With a Stene Wall and 
‘Swears He Was Assaulted. 


The story of the excited individual who ran 
against a hitohing-post one dark night and 
breathlessly reported to the policeman on the 
nextcorner that he had been assaulted by 
highwaymen is a familiarone. A parallel 
case came to light in the Court of Criminal 
Correction this morning, which furnished

John Marshalek bad James Mareo in court 
charged with disturbing the peace.

IRE EEO 
A Leckout by the Chicage Boss Carpenters—

No Sailers’ Strike. 


CuicaGo, III., Aug. 1.—It seems now that 
the statement in an afternoon paper yesterday 
that there would be a general strike of sailors 
here to-day was without foundation in fact.

TENNESSEER’S CROPS. 


Reports Shewing the Condition of Wheat, 
Cotton, Tobacce, Rte. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 1.—Seven hundred 
and thirty-severa correspondents, represent- 
ing every county In the State except Bledsoe, 
have made replies to the inquiries of the 
Bureau of Agriculture as to the condition of 
crops July 20, 1890. 

Wheat is nearly all threshed, andthe result 
can be very closely estimated. The total 


yield for the State is about 8,500,000 bushels, 
of which there is in the wheat growing sec- 
tion of West Tennessee 700,000, in the Central 
Basin 1,050,000, and in East Tennessee 1. 280, 000 
bushels, the remainder in the highland 
‘counties and onthe Cumberland tebileland. 

The March frosts coming upon the untimely 
growth caused by the warm winter, brought 
almost complete ruln to the cropand at the 
same time destroyed myriads of larvae of the 
hessian fly. Upon more than three-fourths of 
the acreage planted this yeardrouth has so 
injured the corn that not more than sixty per 
cent of an average crop can be barvested, no 
matter bow favorable the season hencefor- 
ward. The cotton crop, except upon a few 
limited areas, isin very good condition. The 
plant is nowhere overgrown and is bloom 
and * nicely. Stands are generally 
rood, and the crop asarule well cultivated. 
With ordinarily favorable seasons and frosts 
delayed till the average date, a full 
yield is assured. The tobacco crop in Middle 
and West Tennessee will bea short one. Dry 
weather prevented the sowing of the usual 
breadth In millet and the acreage was further 
reduced because the large fields of clover and 
meadow grasses appeared to render this crop 
unnecessary. The yield of Irish potatoes was 
below the average both in quantity and the 
size of the tubers. 

Very few Tennessee peaches will go to the 
market this year. A half crop of winter 
apples is reported in the sections from which 
market apples are usually obtained, but 
everywhere the fruit 16 falllng prematurely. 
Good Tennessee apples will be scarce this 
winter. Dry weather followed the hay bar- 
vest and has seriously injured clover and the 
meadow grasses.

: ‘ADOPTED Br THEM-

Shippers All Over the Ceuntry Object te the 

= Documest—Chicage Merchants inaugu- 
rate a Boycett Against ithe Roads Usisg 
It—St. Leun Business Men State Their 
Exceptiens te the Distastefal Measure. 


New York, Aug. 1.—The new uniform bill 
of lading, which is expected to go into effect | 
this moraing on nearly all the principal trunk 
lines, ls exelting widespreaa consternation 
among shippers from the fact that it will bear 
across its face the words Not negotiable,'’ 
and because it appears to be a direct blow at 
one of the most useful commercial. expedi- 
ents Known to trade. Legal opinion on the 
matter, however, seems to be agreed that the 
change in the bill of lading and the words 
Not negotiable,’’ taken with relation to the 
rest of the agreement of the bill, will nos 
affect its negotiability in the least. 

The railroads have been quiet in the matter 
so far, but are about to distribute a ciroular 
to shippers to correct the misapprehension 
that exists and to explain the effects of the 
new bill intelligibly. 

The circular reads In part as follows: 

First, the words, ‘‘not negotiabie’’ on the 
new bills of iading refer to their strict legal 
significance and the requirements of in 
local State laws. It is not the wish of the 
carriers to restrict the uses of those bills of 
lading as collateral to secure advances. The 
carriers recognize the commercial needs fog 
such uses of bills of lading and desire to facil- 
tate them in every way consistent with seeur- 
ity to themselves and their patrons. Counsel 
learned in the law advise that the new 
form, with the words, not negotiable,/’ 
across its face, and with the provisions of 
condition No, 9, is transferable by indorse- 
ment, aud is ln every respect as avallable for 
safe coliateral uses as the old form. Ali the 
shipper has to do isto consign to order whem 
he wishes so to use a bill of lading. 

Condition 9 te as follows: 

It tne word ‘order’ {ts written hereon im- 
mediately before or after the name of the 
party to whose order the 2 is con- 
14 without any condition or limitation 
other than the name of a party to be 
ot the arrival of the 2 
of this bill ot adlng, properly 
dorsed, shall be required before the delivery 
of the property at destination. If any other 
than the aforesaid form of consignment is 
used herein the said property may, at the op- 
tion of the carrier, be delivered without ree 
quiring the production or surrender of this 
bill of — * 

In the further.interest of those desiring to 
use bills of laging as a safe collateral, the car- 
riers’ new rules provide that but one bill of 
lading shall be issued for each shipment. 
Copies on forms that are not transferable or 
assignabie will be furnished when desired, 

The carriers have formulated the new bill of 
lading with a desire to meet the just require- 
ments of the Interstate Commerce act and of 
the mercantile communities they serve. 


Local Dissatisfactien, 


St. Louls merchants like those of other? 
cities are complaing about the new uniform | 
bill of lading. The Merchants’ Exchange sent 
a delegate to the meeting held at Ce on 
July A and 25 to Consider the objections tothe - 
billoflading adopted by the railroads.

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THE PRESIDENT WORRIED 


SECRETARY BLAINE’S RECKNT COURSE DIS- 
TUEBS HIS PEACE OF MIND. 


Mr. Harrison Wants the Republicans te Get 
Together—Guberpatorial Opiniens on the 
Federal Election Bill—The Lettery Crowd 
in North Dakota—Failed te Nominate— 
Milis at Beeneville, Mo. 


NEw Tonk, Aug.1.—The Herald's story from 
Washington is as follows: Republican poll- 
ticlans who have seen President Harrison 
during the past few days represent him as 
being in a great state of mind over Secretary 
Blaine’s recent course. It is not that Mr. 
Blaine favors reciprocity. The President is 
also a convert to that belief, although to a 
more limited extent than his Secretary of 
State. It is Mr. Blaine’s furious attack on the 
tariff Dili that is worrying President Har- 
rison, and his embarrassment arises from 
the fact that he does not know how to proceed 
inthe matter. Mr. Blaine’s declaration in his 
letter to Senator Frye that there was not a 
section or line in the entire bill that would 
open a market for another bushel of wheat or 
another barrel of pork’’ has produced a 
seriously disquieting effect upon the farmers 
ofthe country. Evidences of this are forcing 
themselves upon the President daily. The 
President wishes to allay this irritation. He 
wants the Republicans to ‘‘get together,’’ but 
unfortunately for his peace of mind they are 
drifting further and farther apart. 


Opinions en the Force Bill, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 1.—The Sun this 
morning publishes some replies to a recently 
addressed circular to the Governors of the 
various States requesting their opinions of 


the Federal elections bill now pending in the 
Senate. The comments of the Democratic 
Governors, as was to have been expected, are 
unanimous in condemning the measure. The 
Governor of Vermont says there is no need of 
such legisiation as the Lodge bill contem- 
plates in the State of Vermont, and that he 
has not given the measure suficient attention 
to feel warranted in predicting its effect upon 
elections in other States. 

Gov. Davis of Rhode Isiand says: ‘‘I think 
the proposed act is oppression of the worst 
and most unwarrantadle partisanship.’’ 

Gov. Biggs of Delaware says: ‘‘I condemn 
it as a measure uncalled for and not only un- 
constitutional, Dut unwise and injudicions,.’’ 

Gov. Hill of New York replies by sending a 
copy of his recent speech at Indianapolis, 
which he says gives his sentiment. 

Gov. Taylor of Tennessee: The bill is an 
envious stab ata prospering South. There is 
no need in any State for legislation that is de- 
signed to foment strife, murder and riot. 

Gov. Fleming of Florida says: ‘‘The pas- 
sage of the bill would evidence hostility 
toward the South, at which it is aimed, by 
Northern Republicans.’’ 

Gov. Jackson of Maryland says: ‘‘It is an 
unwise and extremely partisan measure, 
fraught with much eviitothe country gener- 
ally. It will havea biigbtiny effect, if passed, 
upon the business interests of the South, 
hinder and obstruct their development and 
revive, instead of allaying, unfriendly rela- 
tions between North and south.“ 


Captured by the Lettery Gang. 


CHICAGO, III., Aug. 1.—The Herald's Grand 
Forks (N. D.) special says: The lottery ganz 
captured the convention yesterday and nomi- 
nated all the present State officers who 


favoredthe lottery last winter. Attorney- 
General Goodwin was also a candidate for re- 
nomination, butas he was opposed to the 
lottery he had to be unceremoniously cut off. 
Railroad Commissioners Bartlett and Mont- 
gomery, anti-lottery men, are displaced by 
Geo. H. Walsh and George W. Harmon, both 
leaders of the late lottery conspiracy, and 
prominentinthe councils of the old gang, 
which has made Republicanism a reproach in 
North Dakota, Much dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed with the ticket. Officers of the 
Farmers’ Alliance were in cohsultation last 
night with reference to placing an independ- 
ent ticket in the feld.

MUCH SPECULATION AMONG OFFICERS AS 
TO PROJECTED ARMY CHANGES.

Probability ef Two New Artillery Regiments 
Being Formed—Kecrnuits at Columbus, 
David’s Island and Jefferson to Be 
Transferred to the Artillery Service— 
Several Officers Ordered to Report for 
Daty. 


About two weeks ago ermy Officers were 
greatly disturbed over an order sent out mak- 
lug extensive changes inthe formation and 
disposition ofthe infantry. The order pro- 
vided for the breaking up of two companies 
from each infantry regiment, the men 
to be distributed among the other 
companies, while the officers were to be 
sent to companies whose officers Were either 
on detached service or extended leave of 
absence. Theorder provided for no change 
in the cavalry, and at the time none 
was expected, but yesterday Lieut. - 
Col. Reuben F. Bernard, Post-Commander 
at Jefferson Barracks, received an order 
telling of a still more extensive change, 
taking in the cavairy and affecting the recruits 
at the different depots. 

The substance of the order was that Troops 
iL and M of the different cavalry 
regiments be disbanded and the men 
scattered among the different troops. 
The disposition of the officers was ordered 
similarly to the disposition made of the in- 
fantry officers, Furthermore, all of the in- 
fantry recruits now at Columbus Barracks 
and David’s Island, the two infantry recrulit- 
ing depots, were ordered to be transferred to 


the heavy or foot artillery, whileail of the 
recruits at Jefferson Barracks, the cavalry 
recruiting depot, were ordered transferred to 
the light artillery. 

AN OLD SCHEME REVIVED. 

This change causes considerable speculation 
as to what will be the outcome. Some of the 
officers think that the well-known and long- 
cherished idea of Gen. Schofield of es- 
tablishing two more regiments of artil- 
lery will be carried out, and this 
will furnish an opening for young men 
who desire to become officere without first 
passing through the regular course of mili- 
tary training which the present officers expe- 
rienced. 

At present there isnot aregiment in the 
whole army which has its full complement of 
officers. Two from each regiment are de- 
tailed regularly at recruiting depots and re- 
cruiting stations. Then a number are 
detailed for instruction at military colleges 
and schools besides the large number on 
leave of absence and detached duty. Some 
companies are left in charge of a second lieu- 
tenant? and while some nave all their officers, 
a captain and two lieutenants, they are very 
few. The officers who will be 
leit without companies to command 
will fll the Vacancies caused by 
the above described reasons but this causes 
another serious question to arise. When the 
2,000 recruits froin David's Island, Columbus 
Barracks and Jefferson Barracks are made 
into artillery men who will officer the 
new batteries to be created? This 
will necessitate bripging out 
of more officers and may cause 
the sudden promotion as officers of the half 
fledged cadets at West Point, when their 
places must be filled and there will be a grand 
revivalof military fever among the young 
men. 


OFFICERS ASSIGNED FOR DUTY. 

Capt. Geo. D. Wallace of the Seventh Caval- 
ry, captain of Company ‘‘L.’” has been or- 
dered to report at Fort Riley for duty at once. 
His company will be disbanded and he will 
probably be assigned to seme other troop. 
He left this afternoon. 

Capt. Masou ofthe Fourth Cavalry left for 
Vancouver Barracks yesterday to join his 
company, which will be similarly served. 
There is great excitement among the officers 
as none of them know where they may be 
assigned to, 

The officers on duty atthe headquarters in 
St. Louls are considerably stirred up over 
the new order. Gen. Merritt says he 
does not Know anything about the order, 
having received it only yesterday, and he is 
as much in the dark in regard to the outcome 
as are any of the others. There is a 
strong Impression that the bill for addi- 
tional infantry and artillery Will pass 
and in ocxse it does then a number 
of new oflicers will de required. Some 
of the officers atthe headquarters offiee are 
attached to the companies which have 
been ordered broken up and 
they are exceedingly anxious regarding 
the outcome. They are like the man without 
a country and do nut know what disposition 
willbe made of them. The order has com- 
pletely upset their plans and will cause them 
serious inconvenience.

THAT OF 1WO MORMONS TO STODDARD 
ADDITION IN ST. LOUIS. 


Two Brothers Named Stoddard of Ogden, 
Utah, Assert They Hold a Title to an 
Interest in the Extensive and Valuable 
Addition of That Name in This City 
They Claim to Have Been Swindied Ont 
of Their Shares Many Years Ago—Investi- 
gators of Titles Ridicule the Story.

THE STODDARD ADDITION TITLE. 

On the 2ist of January, 1800, Mordecal Bell 
presented his petition to Don Carlos Dehauet 
Delassus, Lieutenant-Governor, etc., of 
Upper Louisiana, for a grant of 350 arpents of 
land, recorded tn book D, page 361. 

On the same day the commandant of the 
Port of St. Andre certifies at the foot of the 
petition that the statements therein are true. 

On the 29th of January, 1800, the Lieutenant- 
Governor grants the 360 arpents asked for in 
the usual form and orders that Serveyor 
Soulard put the petitioner in possession. 

Mordecai Bell conveyed his interest In the 
concession and order of survey to James 
Mackey, May 29, 1804, 

James Mackey conveyed the land to Maj, 
Awos Stoddard, then of the army of the 
United States, September 26, 1805. 

Tne grant was located January 21, 1806, by 
Amos Stoddard on the tract now laid out as 
Stoddard addition, and was surveyed for 
lien January 21, 1806, and recorded by Antoine 
Souland, Surveyor General, Janu 27, 0 

October 10, 1811, this claim was rejected by 
the Board of United States Commissioners, 
but reserved with the class towhich it be- 
longed from sale or location by several suc- 
cessive acts of Congress. 

COMMISSIONERS APPOINTED. 

Under the acts of Congress of July 9, 1832, 
and March 2, 1833, the Board of Commission- 
ers on June 8, 1835, decided that 360 arpents of 
land ought to be confirmed to Mordecai Bell 
or his legal representatives, according to sur- 
vey on record in Book O, page 362.

WHERE DAVID COUENTZ COMES IN. 

Between the years 1889 and 1843 all these 
heirs assigned their interest to Henry 
Stoddard, a prominent lawyer in this citv, who 
was about to fight for possession of the 
Stoddard tract. In 1813, just after the earth- 
quakes of New Madrid, which occurred in 
1811-12, David Couentz, one of the sufferers 
who lost his land, came to this olty and under 
an act of Congress of that year which 

ermitted all parties who lost their land 
n New Madrid to locate the number of ares 
they lost on any public lands, he selected 300 
arpents just on the outskirts of this oiltv. The 
city limits were then on Third street. Couentz 
happened to locate his 300 arpents 
on Maj. Stoddard’s 350 arpents, which 
he secured from the Spanish Govern- 
ment through Mordecai Bell. — was 
said to Couentz when he secured letters 
patent on the ground and no record appeared 
on the United States books of the property 
ever having been taken. 

COUENTZ SELLS STODDARD’S PROPERTY. 

He sold a large number of small 
lots to various persons during, a 
period of twenty-five years, during 
which time he was not disturbed. In 1835, 
however, it occurred to the heirs of Amos 
Stoddard that the property occupied by 
Couentz belonged to them, or at least they 
had aright to it, and with this idea in their 
minds they employed Judge Law- 
less to prosecute the case, promising 
him one-fifth of the claim if he won it. After 
many years’ litigation Mr. Lawless succeeded 
in proving up the Spanish claim, which was 
held to be good, as ayainsé a later New Madrid 
claim, even though the Spanish claim was not 
recorded on the United States claim 
books. Couentz and all those who 
bought from bim including Mayor Darby were 
compelled to get off or buy.

THE STEEL AND IRON MEN, 


Preparations for the Great Convention te 
Be Meld in the Fall. 


New Yorn, Aug. 1.—Preparations for the 
great convention of steel manufacturers are 
nearly completed, and by October 1 at least 
our bundred foreigners, including the prin- 
cipal engineers and metallurgists of England, 
France, Germany and Spain, will be present 
in New York. The plan of holding sucha 
convention has been cherished for years by 


Amerioans interested in the iron trade. The 
first decisive steps taken in that diree- 
tion, however, were last year when 800 iron 
and steel manvfacturers visited England 
and the Continent. The courtesies and 
bospitalities extended to them on 
their trip were such that they 
decided it would be only proper to return the 
many favors received at the hands of their 
foreign friends. Accordingly the Council of 
the American Institute of ining Engineers, 
American Iron and Steel Association, the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers 
and the United States Association of Charcoal 
Iron Workers extended an invitation to the 
Iron and steel institutes of Great Britain to 
meet inthis country. The Verein Deutscher 
Eisenhuttenleute were also invited as well as 
the most prominent individual metal- 
lurgists of France and Spain. Commit- 
tees have been appointed to in- 
sure the success of the undertaking. 
The chief committee has for its Chairman 
Andrew Carnegie and for Secretary Charles 
Kirchoffe, editor of the Jron Age. Nearly 
$100,000 is inthe hands of this committee for 
the entertainment of the guests, and from the 
time they arrive until they leave special 
trains will be at their service. The pro- 
gramme, which has already been prepared 
willincludeatrip up the Hudson, arranged 
by the local New York Committee. Then in 
October the party will leave for Philadelphia. 
where they remain three days. Pittsburg 
comes next with stops at Lebanon, 
Harrisburg. Altoona and Johnstown. 
In Pittsburg an important meet- 
ing will be held and many pa- 
pers, prepared specially for the occasion, 
setting forth the resources of this country and 
the advance in the iron arts will be read. 
While inthe Smoky City the party wil! be 
taken care of by a committee headed by John 
B. Chalbant and Secretary John H. Rick. 
Chicago is next and the guests will remain 
in that city until October 16. The party will 
then divide—one group visiting the copper 
mines of Lake Superior, while the other goes 
South to visit the irou district of Alabama. 
They will return to New York about November

Miss Jalia Curtin Horsewhips a Couple of 
Young Men. 


New Haven, Conn., Aug. 1.—During the 
last few days numerous complaints have been 
made to City Attorney Daily by young men 
who have been publicly borsewipped by an 
enraged young woman.

WHAT IS THOUGHT OF THE PROPOSED 
EIGHTH DISTRICT ASSESSMENT. 


Democrats Generally Condemn the Plan of 
Chairman Barrett and His Supporters in 
the Congressional Committee and Say It 
Will Cause Mischief if Adepted—The 
Union Laber Squabble—Peolitical Netes. 


The attempt of the Barrett faction of the 
Eighth Congressional District Democratic 
Committee to raise $3,000 before the primary 
election by assessing the candidates seeking 
the nomination has created widespread indig- 
nation among the better element of 
the emocratic party. Some have 
gone 80 far as to declare that 
the scheme of Chairman Barrett and his fol- 
lowers in the committee is nothing short of a 
species of blackmail and that a candidate 
who would submit to it ought to be defeated. 
The line between the legitimate and the le- 
gitimate in practical politics is not as 
closely drawn as it ought to be, but 
the sentiment is general that such 
an exorbitant assessment before the conven- 
tion is called is the very acme of presumption 
on the part of the committee. It is claimed 
by some politicians thatthe members of the 
committee back of the scheme want to remain 
in the organization and to that end want the 
handling of the money to fix the boys who 
will be expected to send delegations to the 
convention that will vote for their retention. 

Six of the thirteen members of the commit- 
tee are in favor of the assessment, and it is 
understood that they will makean effort to 
getanother vote to carry it through at the 
next meeting. Then Chairman Barrett is ex- 
pected to carry his point which is to have the 
money raised by August 16, without any 
reference to the time of holding the convena- 
tion or primaries. 

NO PAY, NO REPRESENTATION. 

The result will be, according to his plan, 
that the candidate who falls to pay up at the 
required time will be dropped from the list 
and get no representation at the prim- 
aries. Mr. Barrett insists that the 
money is to be expended for precinct 


organization, and says that amount will be 
necessary. He favors the organization be- 
fore the convention, and thinks the candl- 
dates ought to bear the expense. He defends 
his policy by pointing to ex-Congressman 
O’Neill’s declaration in favor ot organizing 
the district by precincts. 

There was a law passed in the Legislature at 
the last session, through the efforts of Senator 
M. K. McGrath, to prevent such assessments, 
and in the opinion of many it can be applied 
to the Eighth District Committee if it adopts 
the report presented at the last meeting of 
the committee. It makes such a practice a 
misdemeanor. 
O'NEILL'S VIEWS. 

Mr. O'Neill was seen to-day and questioned 
concerning the proposed assessment and the 
opposition of some of the committeemen to 
his nomination. He said: ‘‘] find but one sen- 
timent in the Eighth District, and I have been 
over it pretty thoroughly. The people 
believe the result of 1888 was brought 
about by corruption and fraud; they believe 
they were robbed of their chuice of represen- 
tation, There isa general and earnest desire 
in the district for my candidacy, and itis 
partially based on the methods resorted to by 
the opposition two years ago, and also I may 
modestiy state to a certain appreciation 
of my work while In Congress. 
Ido not find any serious 1M in a sin- 
gie ward in tbe district. Nothing can alter 
this unless I should commit some blunder and 
youcan discount in advance all stories of 
freezing me out. Whenever they call the 
primaries, if next week, next month or the 
day before the election, my friends will be 
there to attend to them. Concerning the 
assessment of candidates before the primary 
itis indefensible. All that this committee has 
to dois fixaday for primaries and make 
arrangements for a fair expression by the 
Democratic voters ofthe district. The ex- 
pense of polling places, pay of judges and 
clerks should be paid by the candidates. The 
work of precinct organization belongs to the 
new committee to ve shosen by the conven- 
tion. The absurdity ofthe proposed assess- 
ment isin compelling the defeated candidate 
for the nomination to contribute $1,500 or 
more to his successful opponent.’’ 

WILL IT BE ADOPTED. 

Committeeman John Brady of the Fourth 
Ward said to-day that he was opposed to the 
assessment before the convention aud would 
fight its adoption. Other members of the 
committee feel the same way, and the plan of 
Mr. Barrett and his followers in the commit- 
tee will Moon! 4 probably be defeated. This is the 
hope experienced by all the Eighth District 
Democrats who desire the success of the Con- 
gressional nominee. The committee will 
meet next Thursday evening and the report 
Will then be taken up for action. The com- 
mittee will then itis expected fix the date for 
the primary election, and complete the ar- 
rangements for the convention. 


The Union Laber Party Split. 


Chairman J. G. Snow of the Unien Labor 
City Central Committee said to-day 
that the Impression that members of that 
committee had been read out of the party was 


without foundation. ‘*‘The committee is still 
intact, and it will continue to transact the 
business of the Union Labor party,’’ said he. 
The men who met and gave it out 
that certain members of our committee 
bad been bounced have no authority to read 
anybody out of the Labor party. They are 
Socialists who bolted the Labor ticket in the 
last spring campaign, when our party in- 
dorsed Mayor Noonan.

The proposition that the candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for Congress 
in the Eighth District shall be required 
to pay an entrance fee of $8,000 into the 
hands of the present committee, explains 
its own meaning to the dullest compre- 
hension.

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ANOTHER NEW BRIDGE. 


THE FINE STRUCTURE TO BE BUILT ACROSS 
TWENTY-FIRST STREET- 


It Will Cost $180,000 and Will Have a Road- 
Way Almost as Wide as the Grand Ave- 
nue EBride—Council Meeting To-Night— 

Fenced in the Wharf—The Boxes Are 
Obstructiens—City Hall News. 


VERY other street 
which crosses the 
railroad tracks will 
before many years 
bave a fine bridge to 
span the space over 
which the tracks 
pass. The bridge 
across the rallroad 
tracks at Twenty- 
first street has been 
commenced, and the 
contracts for the 
superstructure will 
be given out shortly. The pier foundations 
are allin and the work of setting up the sup- 
ports Will begin soon. Acting Commissioner 
Rauschenbach has submitted an ordinance in 
the Board of Public Improvements providing 
for about $30,000 worth of steel and iron work. 
The bridge will be only afew feet narrower 
than the Grand avenue bridge and will be 
about 1,600 feet long, running from a point 
near Chouteau avenue on the south to a point 
near Adams streetonthe north. The grade 
all across will be very easy, the maximum 
being only three feet in one hundred. The 
work will be pushed ahead as fast as possible, 
and itis hoped that the whole structure will 
be finished in a year. The total cost is 
estimated at $180,000, part of which has been 
appropriated, 


Fenoed in a Highway. 


Yesterday afternoon Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner Murphy took a trip on the 
harbor boat to the piace on the Levee where a 
fence had been erected inclosing the space 
from Ferry street to Penrose street. The 


fences filled up the entire space from the river 
to the building line, 400 feet back. -Maj. Mur- 
phy had arope hitched to the obstructions 
and hauled the whole business down, pil- 
ing the lumber up to one side out of the way. 
To-day Mr. Bushman, who put up the fence, 
came to the office of the President of the 
Board of Pub.:ie Improvements and protested 
againet the procedure. He said he owned the 
property and could prove it by tax bilis 
which he had paid for a number of 
years back with the understanding that the 
property was his. Mr. Bushmanis making a 
fight on the Merchants’ lerminal road’s 
structure at Penrose street. The elevated 
portion of the road runs across the street 
there, and Mr. Bushman claims that it is an 
obstruction tothe highway and wants it re- 
moved. This matter was referred to the 
Street Department to learn if the street at 
that point was a public highway or not. To- 
day Acting Street Commissioner Rauschen- 
bach reported that it was a highway, and the 
board will now take steps to have the piers of 
the structure moved insuch a manner as to 
leave an open space the width of the street. 


What the Council Will Do. 


The Council and House of Delegates will 
hold regular meetings to-night. The Council 
has no business of much importance except 
the Street Commissionership. The gas bill 


will not be taken up until next Tuesday, 
when it wl come up in the regular order of 
business. Ed Butier’s bill for the privilege of 
keeping and renting burros and vebicies in 
Forest Park for ten years will come up for 
action. The bill making a public market of 
the French Market and arranging for its man- 
agement ua manner similar to that of the 
Union Market will come up as miscellaneous 
business. N 

In the House the resolution to adjourn will 
be ignored for the time being, as they are 
waiting for the gas bill, the pontoon bridge 
bili, the bill for aloop on the Sixth street 
line andthe oonduit bill. The Council sent 
in aresolution last Tuesday to adjourn on 
next Tuesday, but the House would not con- 
cur and lald the resolution on the table. 


Given Up the Excursion. 


The House of Delegates has abandoned the 
excursion idea and so notified the Harbor 
Commissioner, Mr. Huber, who seems to 
have been one of the most active in the case, 


came into the board-room and told Maj. Mur- 
phy that the thing was no go as the 
treatment the House had received in the case 
was most discouraging, and that as people 
seemed to doubt the sincerity of the House in 
the matter it Was decided that not to go would 
be the most advisable thing to do. So they 
have let go, and any members who want to 
go on excursions will have to make other ar- 
rangements. 


The Boxes an Obstruction. 


The fish boxes of tue dealer, Peters, at the 
south end of the French Market have duly 
and formally been declared obstructions to 
the public highway and the Marshal of the 


city will be instructed to remove them. 

This formal declaration by the board is the 
first step in retaliation made by the St. Louis 
Railroad Co., whose work at that point 
was interrupted by an injunction sued 
out by Mr. Peters. As soon as the 
Marshal fires the boxes the board 
will be persuaded that tne west curbof the 
market is too far west, and will then proceed 
to have it moved without delay, This wili 
clear the way for the railroad, and the laying 
of the cable tracks can at that point be re- 
sumed without any danger of interference. 


That Fence. 


The fence around Washington Park, where 
the new City Hall is to be built,is nearly com- 
pleted, and already signs and posters are 
being put uponit. The Board of Public Im- 


provements is still sheepishly wondering how 
it was that they let the thing slip through on 
them as they did, and each member is blam- 
ing allthe rest for not having sense enough 
to see a good thing wher it was stuck 
right under noses. The Cot- 
rill Bill Posting Co., which has 
heretofore had a monopoly of the signboards 
of the city, has been compelied to rent spaces 
on the fence just as others have had to do, 
which grates on the feelings of the president 
of the company very much. There is nothing 
to be done by the officials in the matter.

MURDEROUS PLANS REVEALED. 


Two Italian Policemen Marked Out fer 
Death by La Mafia.’’ 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 1.—The Italian society, 
„La Mafla, appears to bave marked out for 
death two well-known Italians of this city, 
Police Officers John Rosatti and Geschiri 
Coachiri, both of whom have received their 
warnings. 

The police have by patient working secured 
the names of the forty-five members of La 
Mafla in Boston. Rosatti has been instru- 
mental in bringing to justice several Italian 
murderers and other criminals of the same 
natiopality. After the arrest of the Italian 
Donato, which occurred two years ago, it was 
decided to kill Rosatti. Donato undertook to 
rob a house near Genoa, Italy, but was frus- 
trated by a woman inthe house. She started 
after him and receiyed several tbhruste 
of a stiletto which eventually caused her 
death. The husband ofthe womancame to 
herrescue and he was stabbed through the 
Beers Donato fied to the United and 
was arrested in this city b tiand 
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cause of the part which he took in the convic- 
tion of Guiseppe De Lucia, the South Boston 
Italian, who sbot ana killed Millionaire Oun- 
ningham on Novemper I, 1889, while en- 
gaged in poses, on bis grounds. De Lucia 
was accompan at the time by Ooachiri 
and another Italian named Severino Anato. 
Coachiri was suspected by his companions 
of having turn traitor and of having fur- 
nished the information which led to the arrest 
of De Lucia. So it is reported they laid their 
plans to assassinate him. . 


THE CAUSE A MYSTERY, 


Suicide ef a Wealthy New York Lady at 
Bridgehampton. 


New Tonk, Aug. 1.—Richly attired Mrs. 
Frances N. Schurig, a wealthy woman of this 
city, deliberately walked to the surf at Bridgo- 
hampton, L. L, last Wednesday morning and 
was drowned, She issaid to bave been an 
excellent swimmer, but she made no known 
effort to save her life. She arrived at Bridge- 
hampton about two weeks ago and engaged 
the Dest apartments in John Hull’s hotel. 
She had plenty of money and her apparel 


indicated her to have been a Woman of wealth 
and refinement. Before what seems to have 
been hes suicide Mrs. Schurig had been in the 
best spirits. She left the hotel on Wednesday 
morning, while most of the people there were 
breakfasting, and strolled along the beach, 
going towards Easthampton. he attracted 
little attention from the bathing attendants 
until she was seen to approach s0 close to the 
breakers that the spray dashed agalust her. 
Then some of them rushed towards ber, bus 
before they could reach her she advanced to 
moet a hungry breaker, and when it receded 
she had disappeared. Ihe undertow pad 
drawn her down, and all efforts to save 
were futile. If was not until yes- 
terday morning that her body was found, 
a few tect from where she met 
her death. As she did not appear at 
breakfast it was supposed that she had re- 
turned to the city, and although the fact was 
well Known thata woman bad walked intothe 
water no one thought of her as the unfortu- 
nate one until her upturned face appeared 
floating in the waves. As soon as possible the 
hotel keeper communicated with the dead 
woman’s son, George C. Ammann, who was 
found at his mother’s handsome apartments 
in the Hoffman thouse, corner Madison and 
Fifth avenue. She had resided there for the 
past two years with her son George, aged 23 
years, anda daughter 18 years d. When 
Mr. Ammann heard the sad news he burried 
to Bridgehampton and took charge of the 
body. It was learned last night 
that Mrs. Schurig’s first husband 
was George C. Ammann, 1 wealthy 
business man of the city. After she married 
Ur. Schurig, who subsequently went to Ger- 
many. Since then she bas lived with her 
two children at the Hoffmann, and although it 
is said the doctor did not live with his wife, it 
is not Known that there had been any trouble 
between them. If there had been such an 
estrangement, however, the belief was ex- 
pressed last evening that grief caused by 
may have 
led to the tragic ending of Mrs. Shurig’s life. 
Mrs. Schurig was upostentatious, aithough 
she lived in excellent style, entertained to a 
great extent and sustained pleas- 
ant social relations with a large 
number of friends. Although there 
wane every appearance of a deliberate inten- 
tion to end her life, her friends are loath to 
believe her death was other than an accident 
Mrs. Schurig was accomplished and youthful 
in appearance. She and her daughters were 
graceful horse women and excited admiration 
at the riding academy where they frequently 
rode last winter. About the middle of July, 
the two ladies went to Tannersville in the 
Catskills, to pass the summer. The mother, 
however, returned to her home last Tuesday 
alone, appearing happy. 
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A LIFE SAVER’S FATE.

Brave Joe Maguire Drowned in the Surf at 
Cape May. 


CarR May, N. J., Aug. 1.—- Joe Maguire 
was drowned Wednesday night while bathing 
in thesur!. Maguire had been long and favor- 
ably known here as one of the most fearless 
guardians of the beach and hundreds of peo- 
ple living to-day owe their lives to his efforts 
in their behalt. He was one of the best of 
swimmers, having frequently been in contests 


in whicb he generally came out victor. At 7 
o’clock Maguire waiked out at the end of the 
pier wearing a coat, waistcoat, shoes with a 
bathing suit beneath. Ashe passed through 
the gate of the pier be left word that 
when his friend Keenan came he was to be 
told to come outtothe endofthe pier. Ma- 
guire walked out to the ocean end of the pier 
and, removing his outer garments, climbed 
over the rail, stood on the outer edge and 
dived into the ocean. Maguire had been ac- 
customed toswim from the end of the pier 
down the beach front and had the reputation 
of being able to cover at least three miles with 
no greateffort. As he came to the surface he 
sturted toswim down the line of breakers, 
waving his hand tothe peopleon the pier. 
Maguire continued swimming until a point 
directly opposite the Grand Street Station was 
reached, when his movements became slower 
and more labored until he appeared 
to be thoroughly helpless, dashed about 
at the will of the breakers, unable 
to put forth any exertion in his own behalt. 
His dangerous position was at that time 
noticed by Wm.Hebenthal, who was driving a 
carriage down the Boulevard. Hebentha! 
jumped off the seat of the carriage, leaving 
the horses standing, climbed over the board 
walk and leaped through the breakers, 
closely followed by Geo. Mitonell, who was 
just about to take a dip in the surf. Mitchell 
and Hebentbal waded out to where Maguire 
was, but by this time his struggling had 
ceased and he wasutterly helpless. Heben- 
thal caught Maguire and with the assistance 
of Mitchell and. several others who had been 
attracted to the scene brought him to the 
shore. Maguire was unconscious and every 
effort was made to resuscitate him. Dr. Ken- 
nedy and a number of others labored with 
Maguire for over a half hour, trying to re- 
vive some taint spark of life, but met with no 
success.

A COMPLETE SUCCESS, 


The Jacket for the First Forged Steel Rifled 
Gun ‘*Shrank.’’ 


New Lok, Aug. 1.—The jacket of the first 
forged steel rifled gun ever manufactured | 
this country has been shrunk on the tube at 
Waterville Arsenal under the supervision of 
Lieut. L. L. Bruff, Ordnance Department, 
United States Army, who has charge of the 
construction of the gun. The huge jacket of 
French steel, weighing fifteen tons, was 


heated to allow it to slide over the tubes. The 
whole constitutes a most delicate operation 
and the slightest miscalculation would have 
resulted in a failure costing the Gov- 
ernment thousands of dollars. The 
entire operation, however, was a complete 
success, and the operation of *‘turning’’ for 
the hoops will now take place. These latter 
are all prepared and will be shrunk on with 
the least possible delay. When completed 
the gun wil be sent to the Sandy Hook prov- 
ing ground and there be subjected to the 
severest tests. If these are successfully with- 
stood the gun will be taken aga type of the 
United States breech-loading forged steel 
rifled gun for sea coast defense, and if Con- 
gress appropriates the money we may hope in 
time to see these mounted in the forts in our 
principal harbors, This gun will fire a 
projectile weighing 1,000 pounds with a charge 
of about five hundred pounds of powder. It 
is estimated that the muzzle velocity will be 
about two thousand feet per seoond, and the 
range about teu miles. ‘he general plan of 
the Ordnance Department is to manufacture a 
mode! gun of each caliber and thoroughly 
test it as above. If it be successful other guns 
are to be wade with this as a model,

PRICES OF FOOD. 


THE COST OF LIVING INCREASED BY THE 
UNPRECEDENTED DROUGHT. 


Petatees and All Other Vegetables Higher 

by From 50 te 400 Per Cent Than They 

’ Were a Year Age—Chances fer a Winter 

of Short Stocks and High Prices t= All 
Lines. 


The poor man will have a hard time to live 
this winter. The chances are he will wish 
himself comfortably buried many times be- 
fore the season is through. Even now he is 
feeling a tighter pinch than ever before. He 
bas in midsummer found his little! me in- 
capable of spreading over the = of sup- 
plies it has formerly covered in midwinter. 
On August 1 he finds the cost of living from 50 
to 100 per cent higher than on January 1, while 
the difference between August 1, 1890, and 
August 1, 1889, isan advance of between 200 


and 300 per cent. 
The drouth is responsible for it. Produce 


dealers say they have not seen such a season 
in twenty years. The drouth has been con- 
tinous throughout June and July and is still 
unbroken. The largest part of the vegetable 
season has passed, and there is little hope for 
a change in the present conditions. 

The potato crop is short. This fact was ap- 
preciated some weeks ago and the price went 
up as high as $1.25 per bushel by the wagon- 
load. it has since fallen to 8c, but there is 
no immediate or future prospect of its going 
lower. The potato is 

THE POOR MAN’S STAPLE. 

Bread is supposed to oceupy the prineipal 
position on his board, but there are more 
breadless tables in the tenements than there 


are those lacking potatoes. 

A year ago this stable was selling at 10 cents 
a peck in the groceries and markets. On Third 
streetthe commission merchants buying by 
the wagonload paid 18 and 19 cents per bushel 
for the best stock offered. To-day potatoes 
are selling for 35 cents per peck in the gro- 
ceries and markets, while the commission 
merchants paid 65 cents per bushel for poor 


stock und 85 cents per bushel for stock equal- 
ing that they obtained for 19 cents a year ago. 

This difference is more remaraabie when it 
is remembered that 45 cents is the highest 
price paid for potatoes in wagonloads in win- 
ter. n August the wholesale price of the 
poor man’s staple ia nearly twice as high as 
in December of former years. 

W bat the winter price will be is a problem 
that specutators as well as regular dealers are 
trying tosolve. There have been rains in one 
or two potato sections. In other sections 
North there may be good crops, but there can 
be no addition of late potatoes to the stock 
raised in this vicinity or to the South. It is 
probable that the price will not go any higher 
than at present, while if there are rains the 
price may go 5 or 10 cents lower. 

ALL OTHER VEGETABLES 
have sbared the fate ofthe potato. Cabbage, 
which ‘s the first vegetable after the potato 
onthe poor man’s tabie,sold( wholesale)in the 
first week of August, last year, for $1to $1.25 
per crate (about two barrels). To-day a orate. 
of cabbage is worth $3.50 and the 
stock is not very good at that price. 
Worms and drouth have almost 
totally destroyed the cabbage crop. Beans 
sold a year ago from 40 to 50 cents per bushel. 
To-day the price is from $2 to $2.50. Toma- 
toes are worth in ordinary seasons 30 to 40 
centsa bushel. To-day the price is $1.75. For 
retail prices add to these quotations from 5 to 
20 per cent, according to quantity. All other 
vegetables have advanced proportionately. 
Cauliflower, celery, etc., burntand tasteless 
as they are, command prices that would 
enable gardeners to put gold tires 
on their waxons if they had but ordinary 
stocks toselil. So continuous has been the 
drouth that wells have begun to show its 
effect, and irrigation has been impossibie in 
gardens without wells from which to secure a 
water supply. Springs never known to fall 
before have ceased to flow, and live streams 
have beon reduced to gullics marked with a 
narrow strip of mud, This applies to all of that 
extensive territory from which St. Louis 
draws her vegetable supplies. Arkansas, 
Missouri, Illinois, Kansas and Iowa have suf- 
fered irom the drouth, and other States have 
had great difficulty in supplying their local 
demands without contributing anything to 
THE RELIEF OF THIS + BCTION. 

Southern Lliinols has about a two-thirds 
crop of tomatoes, and it ig from that sea- 
tion that most of the stock is comin 
to this market now. The canneries whic 
have depended on the tomatoes of the 8t. 
Louis territory are left without any stock to 
put up. Last year they had contracts with 
gardeners at prices several cents higher than 
market prices. These contracts were made 
before it was known What the crop of last 
year would be. Last winter the canneries 
made no contracts, expecting to buy in 
the open market. The failure of the 
crop spoiled their calculations. There is yet 
time for raln to save the Northern crop, but it 
will have to come quick. What the state of 
the crop Is in tbe East is not known here, and 
it may be the canneries there will find a plen- 
titul supply. But even ifthat is true the fail- 
ure of the Western crop will cause the price 
ofthe

this winter. All other canned vegetablos must 
be exceedingly high, for the sweet corn, 
beans, etc., have failed as absolutely as the 
tomatoes. Perhaps the corn has been the 
worst fallure of the season. There has not 
been a good supply in market on any day of 
the present season, and most of the stock has 
been too poor to use. 

Hoge meats, which are the only meats seen 
upon the poor man’s table, promise to reach 
the point of prohibition for bim early in the 
approaching autumn. The drouth in Kansas 
and the hog producing sections of Missouri 
has compelled farmers to market thelr 6ntire 
droves. Armour of Chicago and other packers 
have made extensive purchases, and they are 
now packing hogs that should not be brought 
im until November. Packers say that the 

acking at this season, ordinarily the breed- 
ng time, destroys ali prospects for a supply 
of hogs next spring and the prices of meats 
this fall, winter and next spring will be very 
much bigher than in previous years. 

FLOUR 

will certainly be higher this winter than it bas 
been for several years, for the drouth has had 
ite effect upon the wheat. The corn erop is a 
failure everywhere, and rain cannot save a 
decent per cent of it in Kansas, where farmers 
are forming county fire-preventing brigades 
to protect their dried fields from fre: where 
the winds that sweep over the prairies are 
hotter than the sun’s rays at noon, and, like

BAD FOR THE ICE COMBINE, 


The Breweries Forced by the High Prices te 
Manufacture for Themselves. 


The unpleasant truth is being rapidiv 
brought home to the members ot the ice com- 
bine that they have deliberately killed the 
goose for the sake of her golden eggs. There 
was good mouey in ice at reasonable prices, 
which nobody objected to paying, but 
the combine, in making haste to be rich, 

ut up prices to such an outrageous figure 
Pat dovenmers began to look into the ice 
question and see why it was so dear. They 
were assisted in their investigations by the 
Posr-Disraron, which exposed the fallacy of 
the ice famine cry and showed by figures, 
which-have never been disputed, that the 
nig prices were unjustifiable from any point 
of view. ‘ 

The combine ridiculed the cheap ice sales at 
the Union Market and the new ice factory at 
Rock Springs on the grounu that the business 
doné was inconsiderable. It has now lost the 
custom of the Associated Breweries, and as 
these frequently consume over 100 tons in a 
single day, the loss can scarcely be regarded 
as trivial. So long as ice could be bought at 
reasonable prices btewers were willing 
to buy what they needed for 
shipping purposes. At each brewery there is 
a refrigerator plant which is ample for storage 
purposes but ice has always been bought for 
ehipping and the amount required seldom 
falls below seventy and often exceeds 100 
tonsinaday. This summer the ice combine 
ran the price up to $9a ton even when such 
large quantities were bought dally and the 
management decided that there was very 
littie monsy in shipping beer when lee cost- 
ing as much as this had to be bought. Hence 
they commenced putting in ice manufacturing 
plants, and their purchases of ice now are few 
and far between. 

The largest of these plants is at Schnaider’s, 
and has just commenced work. The cost of 
the plant has about $60,000, but its capacity 
is forty tons 4 day. The cost 
of manufacture is said to be less than $2.50 
a ton, butshould it amount to even $4 there 
will be «a saving effected of over N00 a day. 
Six per cent interest on the cost of the plant 
would be $3,600, so that eighteen days’ run 
every year willsuflice to cover the interest. 
What profit will result from running all 
through the warm and hot séasons 
cun de easily imagined. At Klians- 
mann’s brewery, a plant with halt the 
capacity bas been putin, anda third at East 
St. Louis. Altogether the brewerles can turn 
out seventy tons of ce a day easily, and by 
running over on light days and storing in the 
ice-houses, they will be entirely independent 
of the ring. 

There is nothing new to report with refér- 
ence tothe Union Market cheap ice stand. 
Mr. Breen reports that he can sell ali the ice 
he can handle, and that be is increasing his 
deliveries right along, being hampered only 
by alack of wagons. Heis supplying a few 
dealers and expects to come out many 
dollars ahead before the season is over. 

The ice factory at Rock Springs is turning 
out very clear, solid ice, for which there 16 a 
ready sale atthe very moderate priceof 40 
cents àa hundred. Mr. Ring finds this figure 
profitable, and from the number of inquiries 
he ts receiving dally it seems more than prob- 
able that there will bea large number of ice 
factories in St. Louis next year and that any- 
thing like such prices as a cent a pound will 
be out of the question. 


THE GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT, 


Chicago Wants it Issued Earlier in the 
Day. 


The following letter was received by Secre- 
tary George Hi. Morgan of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change from the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade this morning: 

‘*The Board of Directors of this board voted 
to request the statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture to issue his monthly report at 
lp. m. New York timo, instead of 4p. m., as 
at present. 

The main reason which actuated the di- 
rectory in passing this vote was that the 
time at which the present report is received 
is so late in the afternoon as to produce 
serious disturbances in values after the close 
of the regular market for trading, therefore 
placing those members of the board who are 
Joyal to its rules at a very great disadvantage, 
If issued at 1 o’clock Eastern time Western 
markets before the close of Change would 
adjust themselves to the character of the re- 
port and the board would feel secure that no 
radical disturbance could take place in the 
markets until the opening on the following 
morning at 9:30 o’clock. If the views of this 
board meet the approval of your Exchange 
will you kindly advise Mr. Dodge to that ef- 
fect, as he informs me that the change would 
in all probability be made if the principal 
Boards of Trade and Exchanges desire it. 

The matter will be laid before the Board of 
Directors for such action as they see fit. 
Prior to June, 1888, the statisticlan’s report 
was issued on the tenth day of every month 
at 10 o’clock inthe morning. The St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange and other exchanges 
secured the withholding of the re- 
port until 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon for the reason that it was 
impossible to prevent tnformation as to the 
character of the report from being tele- 
graphed by individuals before the official ro- 
port could be transmitted. The first informa- 
tion was sometimes erroneous, and ig 
consequence caused great damage. An In- 
stance occurred at the time the St. Louis Ex.

THE SECOND BAPTIST PASTOR. 


The Negro Question Becomes an lesue lu One 


of the Principal st. Louis Churches—How 
the Discussion Arose—No Danger of Dr, 
Ford Withdrawing From the Church 
Mr. Lewis E. Klise Talks. 


Some of the friends of Dr. Wayland Hoyt ot 
Minneapolis are getting ready to present his 
side ofthe controversy with Dr. Ford of tie 
Second Baptist Church on the question of the 
negro in the South. Dr. Ford's friends spoke 
yesterday and their statements were printcd 
in the Post- DISPATCH, and some of Dr. Hoyt’s 
admirers obtained to-day documents on 
which to base a reply from his point of view, 
Mr. Lewis E. Kline, the manager of the 
American Baptist Publication Society, has 
been interested in the controversy ever since 
it began, and he has been gathering docu- 
ments, such as letters from prominent divincs 
who sustain Dr. Hoyt, extracts from Baptist 
papers, and such matters, until he had guite 
acollection of them. Mr. Kline says he has 
not committed himself on one side of the con- 
troversy orthe other, but Dr. Ford’s friends 
say that he sustains Dr. Hoyt.

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GIVEN A HEARTY WELCOME, 


Officers of the British fquadroen at 
Newpert. 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 1.—Her Majesty’s 
ship Bellerophon, flying the Vice-Admiral’s 
flag, and the cruisera Canada and Partridge 
cast anchor outside the torpedo station 
Wednesday morning, there to remain until 
Wednesday next. The people flocked to the 
wharves, for itis nearly a century since so 
many British men-of-war have been in the 
harbor atone time, and on the last oocedsion 
the Yankee and English did not greet as lov- 


ingly as they did yesterday. Despite the fact 
that there was a stiff breeze blowing, and 
that the waters of the outer harbor were 
particularly rough, they were quickly cov- 
ered with small salling crafts of every 
sort and description, but they were 
not allowed to get near the vessels as the of- 
ficial visits had not been paid. The com- 
manding officer of the Bellerophon is Capt. 
Deury, of the Canada Capt. Dowding and of 
the Partridge Capt. Noel. Accompanying 
Admiral Watson is Gen. Sir John Koss, com- 
manding the forces in Canada, his son, Mr. 
Ross, and his aide-de-camp, Capt. Jenkins of 
the British army. The ships rounded the 
south end of the isiand shortly after 8:30 and 
along the banks were many of the cottagers 
who bad been informed of the coming of the 
squadron. Asthe Bellerophon passed Fort 
Adams the big guns sent forth a weicome 
and later a salute was fired from the naval 
training station. When this had ceased 
the United States flag was run upon the 
Bellerophon and saluted with roaring British 
guns. Then began the paying of official cour. 
tesies. The firet to arrive on board the flag 
ship was Mayor Coggeshall, who was accom- 
panied by F. M. Hammett, President of the 
Common Council. They were cordially 
received by Admiral Watson and presented to 
Sir John Ross and the officers of the ship. 
The Mayor invited them to drive yesterday 
afternoon, and — 1 accepted. Next on 
board was the adjutant of the second artillery, 
representing Col. Mendenhall of Fort Adams, 
and he was quickly followed by Commander 
Jewell of the torpodo station, and Capt. Stan- 
ton of the naval training station. Moanwhile, 
boats were along side the Admiral’s ship with 
eople;:bearing invitations from the club, 
Bas no and cottagers, and in an hour they 
were fairly inupdated with missives tender- 
ing hospitalities. Mayer. Coggeshall was on 
hand at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoun with 
five carriages to take the naval officers to 
make several calls, including an official one 
upon Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Minis- 
ter, who is a guest of Mrs. R. T. Wlison.

‘*MUGHEY’’ sMITH, 


Death of a Maz Once a Power iu New York 
Politics, 


New Tonk, Aug. 1.—In his apartments at 
he Murray Hill Hotel, which palatial hostelry 
be built and owned, there died the other day 

aman, hugh Smith by name, whose demise 
is probably known now to but few people 


and those intimates, yeta man who two dec- 
ades or more ago was a powerin this city, 
whose friendship was indispensable to 
aspiring Democratic politicians and whose 
enmity meant political death to him at whom 
it wae directed. The time was when no cvun- 
oll of the leaders of the local 
Democracy was ready for business until 
‘*Hughey’’ Smith, as be was .ailled, had 
arrived and taken his seat at the the council 
board. Hugh Smith was born in the old 
Seventh Ward about sixty-flvVe years ago, be- 
ing the son of Peter Smith, a wealthy con- 
tractor ani builder. While attending the 
rammar school in connection with Columbia 
ollege, young Hugh Smith made the ac- 
quaintance of Peter B. Sweeney, und their ge- 
quaintance ripened into an intimate friend- 
ship. Inberiting from bis father a natural 
fondness for political manipulation, it fol- 
lowed In course of time that he allied himself 
with the Democracy and hisfriend Sweeney, 
und they always pulled together. It was 
through this alliance with Sweeney 
that Smith waxed strong as A 
political factor, and it was likewise 
through Sweeney that he became identified 
with the Tweed regime, tosuch an extent 
that when the big boss was dethroned, dis- 
graced and imprisoned and other leading 
lights ot the Tweed ring sought safety in 
flight, Smith found himself decidedly fallen 
from his high estate. Smith did not run, 
however, but stood his ground, stoutly deny- 
ing that he had ever been guilty of swindling 
the city in any way. Nothing came of 
threatened prosecution, and he disappeared 
from the public view, and since that time bas 
been quietly adding to his accumulations, un- 
til, it is said, big estate ig a very large one, 
runuing up considerably above a million.

London Referee. Of the 

Earl of Lonusdale’s pre- 

tentions to be a judge of prize fighting I know 
nothing beyond that three or four years back 
he hada turn without the gloves in Hyde 
Park, his opponent being, if recollection 
serves me aright, Sir George Chetwynd. 
Sir George makes no pretension to be 
regarded as a bruiser; but it was not 
said at the time he had anv the worse of the 
encounter. Any offerto boxers, as made by a 
beited earl, is bound to be worthy of notice; 
still, even asporting reporter would scarcely 
believe that high rank, eveu when accom- 
panied by great riches, is of itself sufficient to 
make its possessor a heaven-sant judge of 
professional boxing. If anyone asked me, I 
should say thatif his earlship did Know any- 
thing intimate about the game he has taken 
on so suddenly he wouldn't have posed, as he 
has sposed of late, as the offerer of 
an absurdly impossiple purse for a 
boxing bout ‘‘with fair-sized gloves’’— 
this is bis own expression—between 
Slavin and M' Auliffe; or would have pugs and 
their hangers-on to peck a bit along of him at 
his nouse overlooking the park of St. James. 
Of McAuliffe I know nothing beyond that he 
was knocked out at the beginning of last year 
in a glove fight by black Jackson. He may 
when in the ring be full of go and determina- 
tion, and of skill as well, but out of it he is 
only asort of lay figure, who makes no sign 
nor sound except through and by means of 
the mouth of bis manager,a person who in his 
own country ls regarded as only a showman. 
Slavin has his manager, perhaps his managers, 


also; and, as these dil majores of pugilisim had 
not until the moment at which I write this 
shown any desire to agree, we have had the 
spectacie of three clubs or individuals (one of 
the individuals a peer of high lineage, who 
not so very long ago rode roughshod over an 
act of Parliament, and sent a well-known 
litteraetur to four months in chokey) running 
around and writing letters to the sporting 
papers im which offers of thousands are made 
and deep grief is shown because Slavin 
and McAuliffe do not see their way to 
accept them. It does indeed seem 
extraordinary to think of Lord Lonedale as he 
was when, despite the Libel Act, he sent E. 
Yates of the World to prison; and as he is now 
in his position of suppliant to, rather than 
patron of, prize-fighters. lspoke just now of 
the affair being like a nightmare; perhaps I 
am wrong, and the weather has to do with 
this latest form of mental aberration. The 
whole thing locke like nothing so much as a 
new deyelopment of an old disease that ought 
at all events to be just now seasonable—mid- 
summer madness. 


The Duke of Pertland’s Success. 


The most striking feature in connection 
with the Epsom meeting has been the contin- 
uation of the good luck which bas now fol- 
lowed the Duke of Portland for the last two 


seasons. To have won upward of £100,000 in 
two years, including the Derby twice, the 
Two Thousand Guineas and the St. Leger 
was im itself remarkable, but he has won this 
season five of the six great races al- 
ready decided, including the One 
Thousand Guineas, the Newmarket 
Stakes, the Epsom Grand Prize and the 
Oaks. The value of these prizes is very con- 
siderable, but what constitutes the Duke of 
Portiand’s great luck is that the One Thon- 
sand Guineas and the Oaks were the only two 
*‘*classic’’ races which had not fallen to his 
share, and which he was naturally most anx- 
ious to win. It is impossible not to contrast 
the extraordinary good fortune which he has 
enjoyed with the almost persistent ill-luck 
which dogged the footsteps of his relative, 
Lord George Bentinck, who, after years of 
disappointment, sold off his large stud just at 
the moment when a future winner of the 
Derby was to be found in it.

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 1.—Over 15.000 
people were in attendance at the Grand Cir- 
cult meeting here yesterday. The announce- 
ment that Sunol and Brown Hal, the pacing 


stallion, would give exhibitions, attracted 
the crowd.
